I am sending you the letter I have received from the 
President of the Union Liberale Israelite of Paris in 
response to our letter informing them that the Central 
British Fund had made a grant of £500 to be mainly devoted 
for the work of children's religious education. 


I have also had a long report of the work of tne 
congregation from Mrs. Lionel de Rothschild who went to 


Paris as an emissary of The orld Union. she writes that 
the synagogue is in a bad state of eee inde the 
neglect of five and a half years, anc that it sustained 


some damage during the war. The. roof is eek the rain 
comes in and the place is damp. Nevertheless, services and 
activities are held in this dilapidated place, since they 
have nowhere else to go and no funds with which to repair it. 


Rabbi Germain-Levy is carrying on the ministerial 
duties in spite of his age and the tribulations which he 
and his wife endurec.. He has the assistance of a Chazan 
and a choir of young girls. Services are held regularly on 
Friday evening, Saturday morning, and once a month on a 
Sunday for young people conductec by members of the Jeunesse 
Liberale Union. A service for American soldiers is held on 
Friday evening after the Synagogue service anc is conducted 
by an American chaplain. A great many American soldiers 
attended the Holyday services, at which the Toran was read 
by the American chaplain, ana M. admond Fleg gave the address 
on the afternoon of the Day of Atonement. 


Classes for religious education for children are held 
twice a week, and are taught by Rabbi Germain-Levy. Additional 
teachers and youth leaders are required. There is a strong 
youth group who meet regularly for the study of Judaisn, 
by lectures, discussions and through the use of a Library. 
They feel very strongly the charge to hand on Judaism to 
their children, but they consider their knowledge is not 
sufficient, and that they must give the coming generation 
more than they have received; therefore they have first to 
learn a great deal. They see also their fellow Jews who 
through the pressure of circumstances are drifting away from 
Judaism, and they feel that these Jews will be attracted by

the Liberal presentment of Judaism whicn is adapted to modern 
Lat Se The leeder of the youth group, an ex-prisoner of war, 

Jean Louis Treves is very keen, and is starting scout and 

guide groups in connection with the synagogue the members of 

wnicn will share in the religious education now to be made 
aveilable. He is the leacer of the Jewish Scout movement in France. 


Toe leaders of the movement feel that their first need is 
to make their builcing weatherproof by naving the essential 
outdoor repairs done. With a habitable building they will he 
equipped to bring the message of Liberal Judsism to all sections 
of the French community inclucing that important part the 
cniiteren. It is unfortunate thet tne Synagogue should have 
suffered externél camage when so few buildings in Paris were 
affectea in this wey.

Hi veryiuch appreciate your prompt reply to my letter. 
in answer to your questions, the salary that we propose to 
pay to Rabbi Levinson is the same as that which was paid to 
Rabbi Schwarzschild which is $4,000 a year. Towards this 
amount we have received from the American Joint Distribution 
Committee $2,500, and it would meet our requirements if the 
Central British Fund could give us a grant of the equivalent 
to another $2,500, which is approximately £900. 


In addition to this salary, the World Union is paying 
the fare of Rabbi Levinson and his wife by air from America 
to Germany, and there will be capitation fees and expenses 
of various kinds which we are prevared to meet. 


I cannot, eat the moment, tell you how the payment will 
be made until we have received the funds.

In reply to your letter of July 17th, the World Union 
has used every endeavour it could to find a progressive 
Rabbi in Europe who would be fitted and willing to go to 
Berlin.

/ Iwas very sorry to learn trom your letter of December 
5th that the Council of the Central Eritish Fund at their 
last meeting decided that the matter of the grant for the 
salary of Rabbi Levinson in Berlin should be deferred for 
tne time being. I do not know the reason for that decision, 
put I should be most gratetul if you would ask your Council 


to reconsider it. 


Rabbi Levinson is doing most valuable religious work in 
Berlin and much ot his time is taken up by dealing with 
urgent social problems which with regard to the unique 
circumstances prevailing in Berlin have a special character 
and importance. We have been asked repeatedly by leading 
Jewish personalities of Beriin and of Western Germany to see 
to it that Rabbi Levinson coulda stay on in his ministry in 
Berlin, and we have agreed to such an arrangement, which 
means a heavy burden on our finances as an agreement between 
the Jewish Trust Corporation and the Berlin Jewish Community 
has not yet been concluded. As soon as this will be done 
payments for Rabbis in Berlin will of course become the 
liability of the Berlin community and no further requests in 
this connection will then be made by us. But as we received, 
owing to the pending negotiations, the last grant for Rabbi 
Levinson's salary (£125) only for the three months August to 
October 1951 amd I asked for this grant to be continued 
beyond the end of October 1951 already in my letter of 18th 
October, I feel sure you will understand my request: for 
reconsideration of the decision taken by your Council.

It must be seen clearly that although the Community 
will have suffieient funds in D.Mark to provide for the services 
of the Rabbis after the question of the communal property has been 
settled, they may encounter transfer difficulties in trying to 
pay for the maintenance of the families of the Rabbis Living 
abroad. Mr. Joseph, therefore, has certain misgivings whether it 
is advisable to comply with the present request to cover the period 
from lst Oetober 1951 to 3lst Mareh 1952, if we run the risk of 
being faced with a new application afterwards. 


At Mr. Joseph's suggestion, we are writing to the World 
Union for Progressive Judaism to enquire whether they will be able 
to provide for the Liberal Rabbi after the 31st March 1952.

Dear Mr. Stephany, 


Some time ago I talked with you about the Keerkgenootschap 
Liberaal Joddsche Gemeente Amsterdam and I asked you kindly to 
consider a grant by the Central British Fund for this needy Con- 
gregation for 1954. 


On your suggestion we agreed at the time that it would be 
advisable to find out first if the Congregation had any property 
pefore the war, and if so, what happened to it, and if they had 
made any arrangements with the Dutch Government concerning Re- 
stitution. 


I have visited Amsterdam meanwhile and had several talks 
with the leaders of that Congregation. I discovered that they 
had no property before the war, but held their services in a 
suitable rented hall. The burial ground only belonged to them 
and this is still in their possession. They owned the furniture 
etc. of the hall in which the services were held. This furniture 
was lost, and the Congregation have filed a claim with the Dutch 
Government which has mde it clear that they are willing to replace 
the furniture up to an amount of 18,000 guilders if the Congregation 
needs furniture again. As the Congregation hold their services at 
present in rented halls containing furniture, that agreement has as 
yet not become effective. The Congregation is, however, in extreme 
need and have great difficulties to continue their activities, 
particularly their services. The Congregation consists nearly 
exclusively of refugees who came from Germany because of persecution 
and discrimination during the Nazi regime. During the war, the 
vast majority of the members of the Congregation were deported and 
did not return. The two Rabbis, Dr. Mehler and Dr. Andorn, who 
worked for the Congregations in Amsterdam and The Hague before the 
war, were murdered too. The Congregation employs at present Rabbi 
Dr. Ruelf from Israel as their Minister on a temporary basis of a 
yearly agreement. 
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As the majority of the members of the Congregation are 
economically unsettled, we know for certain that the Congregation 
needs support. We have, therefore, decided to make a grant of 
£250 to them for the year 1954 out of our own funds, and we should 
be most grateful if the Central British Fund would make a grant 
for the same amount (£250), so that a total subsidy of £500 would 
enable the Congregation to continue their most useful work. 

I might add that I am convinced that the members of the Congregation 
are very much interested in their religious and educational work.

Way I point out that there are mistakes in the 
Minutes of the Central British Fund about requests made 
by the World Union for the support of the Amsterdam 
Liberal community. We never asked for a grant of £2,500, 
but only for the modest sum of £250.(The World Union is 
always humble-minded). This Dutch community is so 
typically one composed mainly of refugees who are strugg- 
ling to build up their religious life; it seems rather 
terrible that they should have such difficulties from the 
financial point of view. 


Another mistake in the Minutes is the statement that 
the community had made applications for assistance to the 
general Dutch Jewish community and that this had been 
refused. Neither Dr. Klopfer, the President of the Kerk- 
genootschap Liberaal Joodsche Gemeente Amsterdam, nor Mr. 
Woyda, who visited Ir. Stephany, have ever said that the 
Liberal Jewish Community in Amsterdam has made applications 
for assistance to the general Dutch community, and that these 
had been refused.

As I mentioned before, Rabbi Levinson has been staying in 
Berlin with his wife since he took up work there, and as far as 
I know, Mrs. Levinson is not doing any remimerative work, but 
is assisting her husband in his activities as far as possible. 


The arrangements for the payment of the salary for Rabbi 
Levinson made by us are exactly the same as those for his 
predecessor, Rabbi Rabbi Schwarzschild. Payments are made 


1) To the Foreign Office in London for capitation fees, 
rations, transport charges, etc. 


2) To Rabbi Levinson in Berlin for his maintenance 
3) Into Rabbi Levinson's bank account in the U.S.A. 


We have made such payments either way as requested by 
Rabbi Levinson. No money has been transferred for this purpose 
from this country to the U.S.A. since our American Treasurer has 
funds at his disposal which enable him to comply with requests 
made to him in this connection. 


I hope that these details will clear up the matter and 
should welcome it if a decision regarding the grant for the 


period from October lst, 1951 to March Slst, 1952 could now 
be made.

MESSAGE FROM THE HON. LILY H. MONTAGU, C.B.E., J.P., HON. LIFE PRESIDENT 


This issue of "News and Views" will be welcomed by our readers as the herald 
of a new era in the history of the World Union for Progressive Judaism. Over 
thirty years ago our World Union was founded by representatives from the United 
States of America, England, Germany, France and India, who by that action became 
dedicated to the development of a living faith for themselves and for all those 
who were prepared to accept its principles. 


Vie were aware that in many countries men and women born of Jewish parents 
accepted Judaism as a symbol of loyalty to their ancestors, but it could not be 
pretended that this shadowy form of their inherited religion affected conduct or 
stimulated faith in the omnipresent God. We desired, through our World Union, 
to increase our knowledge of Judaism and to intensify our faith. This result 
might, we believed, be attained through conferences of an international character 
and publications, which would give opportunity for the interchange of thought and 
the spreading of spiritual teaching offered by great scholars and thinkers. 


Since its foundation the World Union has held eleven Biennial Conferences, 
which achieved part of our purpose, giving opportunity for happy fellowship and 
enabling us to try to bring Judaism to some groups of Jews who were unaware of 
the real teachings of our religicn. 


In many countries we found groups of Orthodox Jews for whom we naturally 
felt the greatest respect; for they were giving unquestioning obedience to laws 
which they considered divine and were consequently enabled to lead holy lives, 
i.e. lives in contact with the unseen God. But the largest section of Jews 
everywhere seemed to belong to those who were unaware of the tenets of modern 
Judaism. We tried to bring ancient teaching into harmony with modern life and 
so awaken religious allegiance and growing awareness of the loving presence of God 
in every aspect of life. After several years we were able to draw up a Constitu- 
tion, embodying a Preamble which expressed our purpose, based on faith in evolving 
thought. The essential part of this Preamble contained the following words: ~ 


“The World Union for Progressive Judaisn, inspired by the 
belief of the Prophets in the mission of Israel to spread 
the knowledge of God, declares that that belief lays upon 
Israel the duty to work for a further recognition, by Jews 
and by all mankind, of the religious and ethical demands 
of righteousness, brotherly love and universal peace." 


At present our World Union has 28 constituents; we hope it will spread 
throughout the world to include affiliated organisations in every country in which 
Jews reside. We serve as one of the non=Governmental Organisations in a consult- 
ative capacity to United Nations, Unesco and Unicef and are trying to strengthen 
the idea that religious principles affect all phases of human thought and action, 


We are starting our new era by moving the World Union Centre to the United 
States, where we have our largest and most powerful constituent. Of course, it 
will retain its international character and its objectives and we hope to be 
supported by strong regional organisations in Europe, Africa and Australia and in 
time also Asia. 


We in London cannot let our Centre go without feeling the pangs of separation. 
It has been the source of great joy and interest for us in London to initiate much 
of the day-to-day development of our World Union and to co-ordinate much of the 
work done by our constituents; and while offering a tribute of gratitude to our 
first Presidents, Dr. C.G. ilontefiore, Dr. Leo Baeck and to our Chairmen, Rabbi 


THE WORLD UNION FOR PROGRESSIVE JUDAISM has consultative status with UNESCO, UNIcEF, and the Economic and Social Council of the United Nations 
and is a member of the Union of Internationa] Associations. ; 
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Dr. I. liattuck, Dr. leslie I. Edgar and Dr. VJ. Van der Zyl, we rejoice in the fact 
that the World Union will now be under the direct guidance of Rabbi Dr. Solomon B. 
Freehof, President and Rabbi Dr. Jacob K. Shankman, Chairman of the American Board. 
Vile believe they will revive the element of scholarship in our work and bring new 
energy and vision into our deliberations and activities. We shall attempt at all 
times in all parts of the world to follow Micah's teaching to walk humbly with our 
God. 


We give thanks for having been allowed to begin this great work and to realise 
some of its potentialities. I would like to conclude this message by askj you to 
join with me in wishing God-speed to our young and ardent Executive Director, Rabbi 
Hugo Gryn, as we believe that he will carry on the work so well begun and set it on 
its way to increasing spiritual fruition. 
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MESSAGE FROM RABBI DR. SOLOMON B, FREEHOF, PRESIDENT OF THE WORLD UNION. 


The World Union is moving to New York, as all its members know. The next 
issue of "News and Views" will come from New York City. Whatever changes there 
will be in the mood of leadership will only be changes due to the inevitable differ- 
ences of personality, but they will not affect the basic principles of the general 
direction of our Movement. It is characteristic of a liberal movement that it is 
capable of adjustment and achieves the changes which are needful, as it moves from 
environment to environment. Germany, the birthplace of our Movement, stamped it 
with certain characteristics, chiefly those of order and self-discipline. England, 
where the World Union developed and grew, instilled into the Progressive Movement a 
sense of decent, mutual accommodation and a practical awareness of necessary change. 
Just as ina growing personality the art of living involves maintaining permanently 
the valuable characteristics of every stage through which the personality has passed, 
also it is hoped that our Reform hiovement will never lose the systematic self- 
discipline of its German origin, nor the gracious common sense of its English devel- 
opment. le only hope that its American headquarters will add the characteristic 
American virtues of energy and confidence. 
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MESSAGE FROM RABBI DR. LESLIE I. EDGAR, CO-CHAIRMAN. 


The transfer of the Headquarters of the World Union from London to New York 
marks an important development in the history of our work for Progressive Judaism. 
It means that, while preserving the international character of our movement, the 
spiritual leaders and scholars of the largest Progressive Jewish community in the 
world will assume greater responsibility for leadership in our service to Judaism, 
and the vitality and resource of that great Progressive Jewish community will be 
more fully mobilised for our work. 


While it is an occasion on which to look forward to future service, rather 
than back to past endeavour, it is inevitable and proper at such a moment - a very 
affecting one - that we who have shared in the work of the London Headquarters should 
express the sense of gratitude which we feel at having had that privilege; and 
especially the privilege of having worked, month by month, under such great leaders 
as Claude Montefiore, Leo Baeck and Israel Mattuck, and under the leadership of Miss 
Montagu in whose home, and that of her sister, the headquarters of the World Union 
has been located throughout almost all the 54 years of the World Union's existence. 
The whole World Union is, and will always be, inexpressibly indebted to her for her 
untiring and daily devotion to the World Union, her veritable love of it and for 
the inspiring guidance which comes from her resplendent faith. It is a great 
happiness to us all that the World Union continues to have her guidance and inspira-~ 
tion, as Hon. Life President and President of the European Board. We pray that 
she will be kept in health, and in her wonderful vigour, for very many more years to 
continue her great and exalting influence. Nor do we forget the debt we owe to the 
staff of the Headquarters who have so loyally and devotedly served with us during 
these past years. 
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The transfer of the Headquarters marked the end of an era and the beginning 
of another in the work of the World Union. It is a challenge and an opportunity. 
We are glad that, in our measure, we may continue to share in this future service. 
Great new possibilities open before the World Union. We are happy indeed that, 
for the past few months, Rabbi Gryn has been with us and that his energetic devotion 
to the work will have made the transfer smooth. His vigorous activity has struck 
the note of keen service which we feel this move will mean. 


All such important changes are bound to bring some new problems but they also, 
and even more, bring immense possibilities of intensified service. We pray to God 
that His guidance and blessing will be with those who now assume the larger degree 
of responsibility and that the service we seek to render will be greatly increased 
for the®benefit of those whose devotion to our faith can be deepened by the message 
of Progressive Judaism, for the benefit of Jewry as a whole and for a notable 
contribution to good and peace in the world. 
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MESSAGE FROM RABBI DR. W. VAN DER ZYL, VICE-PRESIDENT. 


Very soon the Centre of the World Union will have its new home in the United 
States of America. The move is more than only of geographical importance. The 
World Union was founded in London, and an important part of its history will be 
for ever linked with it and with the great work of the distinguished people who 
directed the movement and gave it its spiritual direction and strength from the 
beginning.

'Shinuy Makom' - a change of place, it may be hoped, may reveal new potent- 
jalities for the World Union in the future. lly good wishes and prayers are with 
all those who share in the great task which lies ahead.

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WORLD UNION RESOLUTION TO THE UNITED NATIONS 


On January 19th, 1960 the following Resolution, signed by the Hon. Life 
President, The Hon. Lily H. Montagu, the President, Rabbi Dr. Solomon B. Freehof 
and the Co=Chairmen, Rabbi Dr. Leslie I. Edgar and Rabbi Dr. Jacob K. Shankman, 
was sent to the Director-General of the United Nations as well as to major United 
Nations agencies:-= . 


"The World Union for Progressive Judaism, being a free association 

of Liberal and Reform Jewish communities throughout the world, view 
with considerable alarm the recent outbreak of resurgent Nazism and 
anti-Jewish activities throughout the world. 


"Motivated by the memory of the untold thousands of Jewish martyrs 
who were the victims in our lifetime of fanaticism and unbridled 
massacre, and speaking in the name of all our constituents who are 
either their direct survivors and certainly their spiritual heirs, 
we wish to lay our protest before the community of nations who meet 
for the sake of preserving liberty, justice and peace in the United 
Nations. 


"We beg the United Nations not to allow this resurgence of anti-social 
activity to pass unnoticed. Furthermore, we urge the United Nations 
to utilise all power and means within its sphere to press for clear 
legislation in the countries belonging to the United Nations to 
suppress all activity designed to embarrass, to shame or to incite 
against a religious minority; to make such offences punishable; and 
vigorously to institute a programme of education which would eradicate 
So patent a throwback to the savage stage of mankind. 


"Though deeply disturbed by recent events, we continue to have faith 
in the conscience of mankind and in the goodwill of the nations 
assembled in the United Nations, and pray that they may help to usher 
in the era of brotherhood and understanding among men," 


Our representative, Mrs. Eleanor Polstein, also incorporated the text of 
this Resolution in her address on behalf of the World Union to a meeting of the 
Sub-Commission on Prevention of Discrimination and Protection of Minorities. 
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CLAIMS CONFERENCE

meeting of Claims Conference Directors in Amsterdam on January 29th, 1960. He 
participated in the allocation of funds to philanthropic and cultural agencies 
throughout the world. Four European affiliates of the World Union were among 
the beneficiaries.

Australian Rabbi visits London Centre. 


A large number of leading World Union personalities from Great Britain 
gathered at the Centre to welcome Rabbi Dr. R. Brasch of Temple Emanuel in Sydney, 
who was on @ round-the-world tour. Dr, Brasch spoke on the ingpiring work he 
witnessed in the Progressive Jewish communities he has visited. He also reported 
on the rapidly growing and highly active Australian communities. 
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ltinisterial Shortage. 


Our New Zealand congregations in Auckland and in Wellington report good 
progress. Services are well attended, classes for children and adults alike 
continue to grow. The outstanding need is for a qualified spiritual leader. 
The World Union hopes that this problem may be nearing solution. In the mean- 
time we wish the lay leaders of these congregations a continuance of courage and 
would like to express admiration for their outstanding performance. 


~ BRAZIL 


Rabbi Dr. H. Pinkuss of the Congregacao Israelita Paulista in Sao Paolo 
has sent us very encouraging reports about his congregation, which is already 
the largest in South America. Among many communal projects his congregation 
has just concluded a most successful season of children's camping activities. 
Rabbi Dr, Pinkuss affirms his congregation's abiding loyalty to the World Union 
and to the principles of Progressive Judaism, which infuse his communi ty with 
unending vitality. 


We have recently learned that the Hebrew Union College has resolved to 
confer on Rabbi Pinkuss the degree of Doctor of Divinity, Honoris Causa, and we 
congratulate him on this bestowal of distinction. 


CURACAO 


Claiming to be the smallest constituent of the World Union, Temple 
Emanu-El is pursuing an active religious and social programme. A very attract= 
ive monthly bulletin, edited by Mr. A.E. Salas, reports on successful Chanukah 
activities. The sermons of the lay minister of the congregation, Dr. M. 
Goudeket, are given in English and in Dutch on alternate Sabbaths. 
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The Dublin Jewish Progressive Congregation recently enjoyed a visit from 
Rabbi Dr. R. Brasch, who was the pioneer minister of this congregation. Rabbi 
Hugo Gryn also spent a week-end in Dublin, and in addition to lecturing on the 
work of the World Union he also discussed with the leaders of the congregation 
possibilities of obtaining the services of a resident rabbi.

It is hoped that Rabbi Solomon B. Freehof, 
President, and Rabbi Jacob K, Shankman, Co-Chairman of the World Union, as worl 
as many European and British colleagues will participate in this significant 
occasion. | 


Unescoe 


While in Paris, Rabbi Hugo Gryn, together with Mlle. Janine Weill, met 
Unesco authorities and received a number of invitations to increase World, Union 
participation in forthcoming Unesco projects. These include studies being 
conducted on means of combating discrimination in educations; on the possibilities 
of establishing a dialogue between Eastern and Western cultures and religions; on 
adult education and on youth work, It is hoped that World Union congregations 
will be able to participate in these important projects. Details together with 
plans will be circulated in the near future. 


GERMANY 


Though the congregation in Berlin is still without a permanent rabbi, Rabbi 
Dr. W. Van der Zyl, Vice-President of the World Union, has arranged for a panel 
of four visiting rabbis to provide a measure of spiritual leadership for this 
critical city. Rabbi Van der Zyl has already spent three weeks in Berlin, and 
during March and April Rabbi Dr. li, Eschelbacher, Rabbi Dr. A. Katz and Rabbi Dr, 
G. Salzberger, all of them of London, will officiate in Berlin, Negotiations 
for a full-time rabbi are in progress and we hope to be able to give a positive 
report in the next issue. 


In February Rabbi Hugo Gryn visited the communities in Duesseldorf and Essen, 
where he met some leading communal workers. The World Union has been asked to 
assist the German communities by providing adequate and up-to-date children's 
textbooks about Judaism, which are badly needed throughout the country. 


INDIA 


Congratulations and best wishes go to Rabbi and Mrs. Elisha Nattiv on the 
birth of their second daughter. Reports from Bombay indicate that under the 
leadership of Rabbi E. Nattiv and the Managing Committee of the Jewish Religious 
Union the congregation continues to make excellent progress. Children's classes 
in particular and youth=group activities are showing a marked increase, while 
public lectures are attracting big audiences from all sections of the community. 
The youth group of the Jewish Religious Union have undertaken a good deal of social 
work in the local Jewish orphanage. Recently held Chanukah celebrations have 
proved that even the new synagogue is inadequate for the large gathering. 


ISRAEL

As tania reported in the last issue of "News and Views" the Hugim Le- 
Yahaduth Mithkademeth (Circles for Progressive Judaism) have applied officially 
to the World Union for affiliation and on February 5th celebrated their second 
anniversary with a well-attended thanksgiving service. This was conducted by 
Mr, Tovia Ben-Chorin, who hopes to begin rabbinical studies in Cincinnati on 
completing his University training. Mr. Ben-Menachem read parts of Exodus and 
Ezra; Mr. Chayim Alexander provided musical accompaniment. The spiritual leader 
of the group, Mr, Shalom Ben-Chorin, gave a sermon on the text "Ad hena azarunu 
rachamecha", in which he surveyed the achievements and described the aims of this 
Single Progressive congregation in Jerusalem. Messages were also received from 
Prof. Dr. llichael Evan-Ari, Hon. President of the Hugim, and from The Hon, Lily H. 
Montagu on behalf of the Officers of the World Union. Rabbi Eugene Lipman, on 
the staff of the Union of American Hebrew Congregations, pa ened in the 
service and gave the concluding Benediction. 
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The Chanukeh services of the Hugim were highlighted with a Barmitzvah 
celebration and the traditional Chanukah Blessing was amended to read: "Sheasa 
nissim baavotenu velanu bayamim hahem ubazeman hazeh" (for the miracles He 
performed for our fathers and for us in those days and in our own timo).

The two Beth-Israel synagogues will celebrate their 25th and 20th amniver- 
saries respectively during 1960.

The Leo Baeck School has also just celebrated the 20th anniversary of the 
cpening of its first class. This year the school consists of 18 elementary and 
6 secondary classes. Religious education begins in the first grade with prayers 
and songs, and the Bible forms an intrinsic part of the curriculum, In the 
higher grades the works of Judah Halevy, Maimonides, Achad Ha'am and Leo Baeck 
are standard text-books, 


A generous gift from the National Federation of Temple Youth in the U.S.A. 
has enabled the school to purchase additional rooms in the building where the high 
school is housed. This will provide new classrooms for the ever increasing 
number of pupils applying for admission. One of the new rooms will at the same 
time serve as a chapel, named in honour of Prof. Abraham Cronbach. 


In addition to the large number of scholarships provided by the World Union 
there is also an amual Anne Frank Award, which is provided by Mr. Otto Frank. 
Two scholarships are given in the name of The Hon. Lily H. Montagu. 


The Headmaster of the school, Rabbi Dr. M. Elk, reports that there is a 
growing interest in the school in Arabic and Islamic culture. During the holidays 
pupils and teachers have organised visits to Arab villages. There is also great 
interest in Western culture, particularly in English and American literature. The 
pupils have a large number of pen-friendships and lately non-Jewish children from 
Germany have asked for 'pen pals' from the leo Baeck School. 


Rabbi Hugo Gryn recently visited the school and discussed with Dr. Elk the 
needs and possibilities for increasing World Union participation and particularly 
needs for additional rabbinic leadership for the congregations as well as for the 
School. 


ITALY 


Rabbi Jack Bemporad, who is at present in Italy on a Fulbright scholarship, 
has set up a study group in Florence with the help of Mr. and lirs. V, Vita, which 
he conducts every three weeks. The first task of this group is to provide 
education in the principles of Progressive Judaism. Rabbi Bemporad is also 
planning to arrange a Seder in Florence and possibly another Seder in Rome. 


NETHERLANDS

The congregation continues to make good progress and its youth group, the 
Scopus Club, is said to be the most active group of its kind in the country. 
Rabbi J. Soetendorp badly needs another colleague to share his many and difficult 
tasks. As Co-Chairman of the European Board of the World Union Rabbi Soetendorp 
intends to visit other European congregations, but in the absence of a second 
rabbi this is proving very difficult. 


In the course of a recent visit Rabbi Hugo Gryn met members of the Committee. 
He also gave a sermon on the aims of Progressive Judaism and an illustrated lecture 
on some aspects of World Union work. 


The Hague. 


The congregation has developed a most successful religion school. The two-~ 
fold and pressing needs are the services of a resident rabbi and adequate premises. 
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At present the congregation conducts its activities in two or three different 
places. The former synagogue of this congregation was destroyed during the last 
war. Though the congregation has applied to the Claims Conference for funds they 
were granted only a very small portion of the amount requested. An old Orthodox 
synagogue was recently for sale, but the owners refused to allow the Progressive 
congregation to purchase it. 


SOUTH AFRICA

UNITED KINGDOM 
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New affiliations 


Since the Reform Synagogues of Great Britain have discontinued their 
affiliation to the World Union, the St. George's Settlement Synagogue, the 
South-liest Essex Synagogue and the Cardiff New Synagogue - all members of the 
R.S.G.B. - have applied for affiliation to the World Union, in addition to the 
West London Synagogue. Further congregations are expected to follow suit 
in the near future.
